Olaf  Skoogfors 

Silver  Star  Alumni  Award 

Olaf  Skoogfors  died  on  December  20,  1975,  at  the  age  of  45.  He  was 
born  in  Sweden  and  came  to  the  United  States  when  he  was  fouryears 
old.  In  1953,  he  graduated  from  PCA  —  then  called  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  School  of  Art  —  and  completed  his  master  studies  at  the 
School  forthe  American  Craftsman,  R.I.T. 

Throughout  his  life,  he  was  celebrated  as  an  award  winning  silversmith 
and  jeweller.  Among  his  many  achievements  and  honors  were  the 
Tiffany  prize  in  1967  and  a  one-man  show  at  the  Museum  of  Contem- 
porary Crafts  in  New  York  in  1 968.  He  represented  the  United  States  as 
one  of  "Three  American  Jewellers"  in  Tokyo  in  1 969  and  exhibited  in 
the  500th  Durer  Anniversary  Exhibition  in  Germany  in  1970.  His  work 
has  been  included  in  "Philadelphia:  Three  Centuries  of  American  Art" 
at  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 

In  addition  to  a  long  chronology  of  exhibitions,  publications  and 
awards,  Mr.  Skoogfors'  objects  are  in  numerous  private  collections 
and  the  permanent  collections  of  museums  in  Europe  and  throughout 
the  United  States. 

An  extraordinary  friend  and  teacher,  Olaf  Skoogfors  distinguished  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art  by  contributing  to  the  cultural  life  of  this  city 
through  his  work,  his  dedication  and  energy  being  augmented  by  his 
sensitivity  and  insight. 


Lewis  Jacobs 

Silver  Star  Award 

In  a  medium  as  technical  and  specialized  as  filmmaking,  it  is  rare  to 
find  a  generalist  of  the  caliberof  Lewis  Jacobs,  who  has  applied  his 
exceptional  abilities  to  every  phase  of  the  art  of  motion  pictures.  In  a 
career  that  spans  four  decades,  he  has  been  the  recipient  of  five  inter- 
national film  festival  awards  and  22  citations  of  merit  for  his  work  as  a 
cinematographer,  production  designer,  producer,  and  screenwriter. 

Following  a  decade  in  Hollywood,  he  returned  to  New  York  where  he 
has  created  and  coordinated  scores  of  documentary,  experimental 
and  art  films. 

From  the  beginning,  Mr.  Jacobs  has  reached  beyond  an  intuitive 
personal  mastery  to  a  theoretical  understanding  of  film  as  a  medium. 
Author  of  more  than  50  articles  and  seven  books  on  film,  he  virtually 
established  film  art  as  a  field  of  study  in  colleges.  His  first  book,  for 
example,  The  Rise  of  the  American  Film,  has  been  heralded  as  the 
classic  scholarly  work  on  American  cinema.  Augmenting  his  writings, 
his  personal  library  on  film  has  few  equals,  even  among  institutions. 

His  influence  has  been  general  and  pervasive  and  he  continues  to 
share  his  knowledge  enthusiastically  with  his  colleagues  and  students.

Anni  Albers 

Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Anni  Albers,  over  the  past  five  decades,  has  offered  this  nation  in 
addition  to  her  art,  an  educational  legacy.  In  words  she  herself  has 
used:  "Courage  is  an  important  factor  in  any  creation.  Instinct .  .  . 
rather  than  consciousness.  Independence.  The  good  designer  is  the 
anonymous  designer,  the  one  who  does  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
material." 

Mrs.  Albers  has,  through  her  insight  and  vision,  elevated  the  areas  of 
weaving  and  design  to  the  realm  of  art.  The  encouragement  she  gives 
artists  to  seek  new  knowledge,  to  excel,  to  articulate  visually  and  ver- 
bally, and  to  avoid  convention  is  highly  appreciated.  The  artistic  com- 
munity respects  Mrs.  Albers'  influence,  leadership  and  guiding  spirit. 

What  is  most  praiseworthy  is  her  new  career  in  the  graphic  media,  an 
experience  that  should  be  a  most  rewarding  adventure,  given  Mrs. 
Albers'  energy  and  focus  on  the  future.

Josef  Albers 

Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Josef  Albers  explored  vision  and  discovered  new  aspects  of  form  and 
dimensions  of  color.  With  fine  intelligence,  sensibility  and  precision  he 
extended  the  vocabulary  of  art.  All  who  follow  must  perceive  color  and 
space  in  the  light  of  his  works. 

Albers  came  to  America  in  1933,  a  master  craftsman,  designer,  drafts- 
man and  painter.  Teaching  first  at  the  Bauhaus  in  Germany  and  for 
many  years  in  this  country  at  Black  Mountain  College  and  at  Yale,  he 
imparted  to  his  students  his  insight,  his  discipline,  his  humanity  and  his 
passion  for  the  poetry  of  light. 

From  the  early  1 950's  until  his  death  a  few  weeks  ago,  Josef  Albers 
devoted  his  energy  to  his  concept  of  the  interaction  of  color,  express- 
ing it  in  his  writings  and  in  the  glowing  series  of  paintings  and  prints 
which  he  called  "Homage  to  the  Square".  This  concept,  realized  in 
this  great  body  of  work,  is  his  gift  to  mankind.

100  Years  Creating  . . . 

This  year's  Commencement  marks  PCA's  1 00th  Anniversary.  Founded 
as  a  result  of  the  upsurge  of  interest  in  the  arts  generated  by  the  United 
States'  Centennial  Exposition  held  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  PCA  has 
grown  profoundly  in  size  and  scope  in  its  first  century. 

The  first  graduates  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Industrial 
Art.  PCA's  original  name,  concentrated  on  modelling,  drawing  or 
painting.  Those  graduating  today  have  majored  in  ten  different  areas 
of  specialization  which  encompass  the  entire  spectrum  of  crafts, 
design  and  fine  arts,  possibly  supplemented  by  programs  in  art 
therapy  and  art  teacher  certification  as  well  as  a  graduate  program  in 
art  education. 

From  its  beginning,  PCA  has  welcomed  every  chance  to  broaden  its 
range  of  creative  pursuits.  So  significantly  has  the  curriculum,  student 
body  and  faculty  expanded  in  the  last  twenty  years  that  the  time  has 
come  for  the  College  to  make  a  most  dramatic  and  creative  change.  In 
June,  PCA  will  move  to  the  Atlantic  Richfield  Building  for  a  two-year 
period  so  that  the  College's  mainstay,  the  Haviland  Building,  can  be 
renovated.  The  renovation  will  provide  vastly  improved  instructional 
space  as  well  as  enlarged  auxiliary  facilities  such  as  the  library  and 
gallery. 

In  conjunction  with  the  College's  Centennial  and  the  historic  renova- 
tion, newly  appointed  President,  Thomas  F.  Schutte,  has  identified  the 
following  priorities  for  PCA:  (1)  further  development  of  the  College's 
academic  strengths  and  potentialities;  (2)  establishment  of  scholar- 
ships, professorships,  and  lectureships  to  strengthen  the  College's 
national  standing;  and  (3)  heightened  participation  between  the  Col- 
lege and  the  community  in  defining  mutually  educational  objectives 
and  opportunities. 

Secure  in  its  place  in  history  and  buoyed  by  its  promise,  PCA  prepares 
for  a  second  century  as  a  leader  in  the  education  of  artists.
